Hearing Begun in the 

Supreme Court. 

Ex-President Harrison Suppor 
the Wright Law, 


Vast Interests Hinge on the 
Final Decree. 


The Courtroom Crowded with Inter- 
ested Listeners-Array of Legal 
- Talent—Those Present from 
California. 


(BY TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—(Special 
Dispatch.) The ‘Tregea case was 
heard today, ex-President Harrison, 
Judge John F, Dillon, Judge Rhodes 
and R. Percy Wright upholding the 
constitutionality of the Wright law; 
Joseph H. Choate, B. H. Bond and 
George H. Maxwell arguing against it. 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—The Su- 
preme courtroom was the center of 
attraction at the capitol today. The 
news that ex-President Harrison would 
appear in the California irrigation 
case drew thousands through the mud 
and rain to the capitol and for two 
hours before moon the halls were 
thronged and the doors besieged. Ow- 
ing to the. limited space in the old 
Senate chamber, where the Supreme 
Court sits, few persons gained admis- 
sion. In the courtroom were some of 
the most prominent men of the coun- 
try, including Joseph Choate. 

Gen. Harrison took a seat at a table 
immediately in front of the Chief Jus- 
tice and became a target for all eyes. 
It was his first public appearance in 
Washington. since he left the White 
House three years ago. His appear- 
ance had changed but slightly. The 
careworn look had disapepared and 
time seemingly had dealt kindly with 
him. He consulted his notes freely 
While ex-Chief Justice 


Joseph Choate New York, 
‘Maxwell of Cali- 


Gen. Harrison entered upon his argu- 
ment as soon as Judge Rhodes had fin- 
ished. He stood at the table and with 
his coat thrown back and hands 
plunged at times in his pockets, and at 
others resting akimbo on his hips or 
pushed out on the desk in front of him, 
he spoke with an earnestness and air 
of what might be almost termed pug- 
nacity that is characteristic of the ex- 
President. His voice seemed weak as 
he began, but it became clear and firm 
as he proceeded. In opening, he wasted 
no time, but went to the heart of the 
contention at once. : 

In battle, he said, after the woods 
had been shelled and the lines of the 
enemy located, the issue was fought 
out in a very narrow compass. The de- 
tails of the case had been exhaustively 
placed before the court, he said, and 
he would therefore confine himself to 
what he regarded as the vital issue, 
the taxing power of the State. It was 
proper that the State should undertake 
to control the water supplies in the in- 
terest of its people, and to @istribute 
through its delegated representatives, 
boards of directors incorporated under 
its law. 

Gen. Harrison called attention to the 
vast interests hinging on the decision 
in this case, as a number of other 
States with irrigation districts had fol- 
lowed the suit of California, and had 
passed laws almost identical with the 
Wright act. 

He said he thought there were a few 
general principles and a few subordi- 
nate cases growing out of decisions of 
the Supreme Court which were appli- 
cable to the present case. These he 
regarded as tax cases. The power 


exercised in both cases was the same. 


It was the power of taxing a portion 
of the property of a citizen for the use 
of the’ State. If anything was clear, 
made clear by reason, by, decisions of 
this court, it was that the ing power 
of the State was a full one. It found 
its only limitation in the statement of 
the Constitution of the United States. 

The power of a State to levy a gen- 
eral tax and provide for the levy of 
a specific tax was full and could not 
be challenged. In the matter of this 
special assortment it had always been 
| recognized that its absolute equity had 
been admitted. He referred to steps 
taken to see what could be done with 
the arid lands, and said these lands 
were valueless without water. Under 
the ordinary land laws of the United 
States, how, he asked, could we ever 
have brought out this fertility? There 
must be some combination. 

“Wither the power of the State or 
the government must interfere or the 
United States, through its public offi- 
cers, must consent to put vast tracts 
of these lands into the hands of indi- 
viduals. It is simply a question of 
whether this is to be in the hands of 
a private corporation or of the public. 
There is no other way to make the 
land-holder independent. He is other- 
wise a serf, should the water supply 
be in the hands of a private corpora- 
tion. A certain portion of the stock 
should be made appurtenant to the 
land to be irrigated, so that every 
land-owner becomes a stockholder in 
the irrigation company. The people 
who own the land choose a board of di- 
rectors and have the management and 
control of the whole. They are freed 
by this participation from the threat 
or apprehension of the control by those 
who have no interest in the case. This 
legislation was enacted nearly ten 
years ago and has been constantly ex- 
ercised ever since and copied by other

Several times while the ex-President 
was laying. down a proposition or citing 
a case, Mr. Choate, who sat at his 
right, shook his head in protest. Gen. 
Harrison summed up his argument 
briefly and concluded at 2 o’clock, hav- 
ing spoken an hour. The crowd in the 
courtroom rapidly thinned out as the 
other counsel proceeded. 

Counsel on the other side contended» 
that the Wright act took property 
without due process of law because, as 
this court had said in the case of the 
Missouri Pacific Railway vs. Hume, it 
was not within the legitimate scope of 
legislative power. It was a_ settled 
principle of law, they contended, and 
was the law of the United Statesrthat 
the right to compensation, whenever 
private property was taken for public 
use, was an incident to the power and 
inseparably connected with it. Any at- 
tempt of any Legislature to levy as- 
sessments on property not compensated 
by special benefits, or in excess of such 
benefits or not proportionate to them, 
for the purpose of construction of a lo- 
cal public improvement for the general 
public welfare, was therefore an excess 
of legislative power and a violation of 
the Fourteenth Amendment. 

It had been argued as a reason why 
the Wright act Should be sustained 
that it had been reénacted in other 
States, but the radical changes from the 
Wright act, which had been made in 
the statutes referred to, which Were 
framed in the light of experience, with 
the practical operations of the Wright 
act, strongly supported the argument 
that the unconstitutional features cf the 
act made it impossible for any such law 
to operate successfully, and showed 
that these later statutes had sought to 
eliminate those constitutional features 
of the Wright act which had given rise 
to its most grievous oppressions and 
which would work the practical de- 
struction of any law embodying such 
provisions, 

It was also asserted that the Supreme 
Court of California. had held that iy 
“susceptible” was intended susceptible 
in their natural state, and that was the 
only mode of construction under which 
“they could justify the inclusion of cities 
and towns and property incapable of ir- 
rigation. And the supervisors, under 
that construction, could not exclude any 
lands which, in their natural state, 
were susceptible of irrigation if such 
lands had been included within the dis- 
tricts by the petitions in its foundation.

A BANKER’S DIVORCE. 


THOMAS HENRY REYNOLDS’S WIFE 
A WOMAN, 


Cruel and Inhuman Treatment and 
Unfaithfulness Laid at Her Door. 
She Staid Away at Night and 
Otherwise Deceived Him. 


(RY TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMES.) . 

DENVER, January 24.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) Thomas Henry Reynolds, a 
wealthy banker, was grented a decree 
of divorce from Pearl M. Reynolds in 
Judge Steele's court today. Behind the 
statement there is a Sensation that has 
now occupied high society gossips for 
several months. 

The petition filed by Reynolds sets 
forth the fact that the plaintiff and 
defendant were married on June 27, 
1895, and that they came to Denver to 
reside. The petition charges the de- 
fendant with cruel and inhuman treat- 
ment, which caused him much mental 
anguish, and made the marriage rela- 
tion intolerable and burdensome. The 
plaintiff also filed a bill of particulars, 
in which it is stated that he and the 
defendant separated in September, 1895. 
From August 15 up to the time of sep- 
aration the defendant often absented 
herself from home and deceived the 
plaintiff as to her whereabouts. She 
often remained absent until a late hour 
at night. The bill further says that on 
August 31, 1895, the defendant spent the 
night with another man at the Wind- 
sor Hotel. The name of the man is 
not given. 

The defendant, who is now in San 
Francisco, filed a general denial to the 
charges made against her. She was 
not present at the trial today. The 
case lasted only a few moments, and 
Reynolds was made free from his en- 
tanglement. 

Mrs. Reynolds came to Denver to re- 
side last year. She was a beautiful 
young woman, with attractive man- 
ners, and soon made many friends. 
Reynolds pressed his suit, and they 
went to San Francisco to be married 
among their relatives. The plaintiff is 
known as a member of the firm of 
Rollins & Co., bankers. 


HAD NO BRAINS. 


John Bly Demonstrates that Men 
Can Live Without ’Em. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

CHICAGO, Jan. 24.—A special from 
Shamokin, Pa., says that an autopsy 
held on the remains of John Bly of 
Watsontown, revealed that young man 
to have been a wonder to the medical 
world. Without an ounce of brains he 
survived for years, was perfectly ra- 
tional, could walk, ,possessed an ex- 
cellent memory, had a fine olfactory 
sense, was able to taste, talk fluently, 
and, in fact, could do anything that 
ordinary mortals accomplished, ex- 
cept see. He had been blind for three 
years preceding his death. 

For five years Bly, who was 20 years 
of age, suffered from a tumor which 
grew at the base of the brain. The 
growth had a curious effect on Bly’s 
brain, and he became a curiosity to 
the physicians who awaited Lis death, 
which they could do nothing to prevent, 
At the request of a number of promi- 
nent citizens and some friends of Fiv, 
Dr. Kaser made a post-mortem  ex- 
amination. When Bly’s skull was 
opened by the surgeon, a tumor neariy 
the size of a billiard ball was discovered 
situated so as to demorelize the sight 
center. The entire brain, with the ex- 
ception of a thin shell, composed of 
tougher sinews, had been destroyed. 
When the surgeon’s knife touched the 
shell it collapsed.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—SENATE.

Senator Cullom of Iilinois, who re- ' 
ported the Turkish resolution from the 
Committee on Foreign Relations, said 
that he desired the speediest possible 
action and later in the day would ask

The Turkish-Armenian resolution 
was called up by Senator Cullom, whdé 
spoke of fhe serious condition prevail- 
ing in Turkey. A massacre of inno- 
cents, unpafalleled for ages, had been 
perpetrated. Evidence of the bloody en- 
counter was given by all classes and 
nationalities, until it was beyond the 
slightest doubt that the Turkish army 
had bayoneted, robbed, murdered and 
flayed alive the people of Armenia. 
There was no war, but a pitiless, merci- 
less tornado of ruin, bloodshed and 
death. The demon of fanaticism had 
been let loose. There was responsibility 
somewhere. It did not rest with the 
siavish ruler of Turkey, the Sultan. 
Back of this were the disputes of 
countries -of European alliance seek- 
ing territorial advantages. These coun- 
tries were responsible. The Sultan was 
but a puppet in their hands. : — 

It was a matter of regret and embar 
rassment that the policy of the United 
States was such as to prevent the 
sending of a fleet to Turkish waters to 
put a stop to the bloody rule prevail- 
ing, but Europe had assumed an ob- 
ligation of protection to Armenia. The 
people of the United States were in- 
tensely interested in seeing the obli- 
gation executed and the purpose of 


the greatest earnestness for the pro- 
tection of Armenia. It was amazing to 
the people of the United States to wit- 
ness the appalling slaughter and see 
the indifference of the Christian powers. 
There was doubtless an obligation on 
England, yet nothing had been done 
to stay the hand of the Sultan ex- 
cept byfruitless diplomatic corres- 
pondence. The powers appeared to be 
waiting for the dissolution of the Ot- 
toman Empire, but Senator Cullom 
expressed doubt as to the reported al- 
liance between Russia and Turkey. 
the United-States had spoken in the 
name of humanity in the affairs of 
Greece and Hungary. No event of cen- 
turies called so loudly to the civilized 
world as this slaughter in Turkey. the 
greatest, the Senator believed, in the 
history of the world. 

Senator Blanchard of Louisiana said 
that for more than a year the world 
had been shocked by massacres in 
Turkey, and, in the case of women, 
worse than massacre. As a great free 
nation it was the duty of the United 
States to express its official repudia- 
tion and protest against the course of 
Turkey. 

Senator Frye of Maine made a speech 
of such vehemence that the galleries 
frequently interrupted with long-con- 
tinued applause. Senator Frye said the 
Committee on Foreign Relations had 
heard the Arménian missionaries, who 
stated that the establishment of United 
States consuls at Erzeroum and Har- 
pooi would give effective protection. 
Consuls were specially appointed, but 
were refused their exequaturs. “If the 
American flag had been raised over 
the consuls at Harpool,”” continued 
Senator Frye, with dramatic emphasis, 
“we would have saved 20,000 lives.’’ 

Senator Frye proceeded to show the 
great amount of American capital in- 
vested in Christian missions in Turkey. 
And yet, said he, $6,000,000 of invested 
American capital in Turkey was held 
up. The American college at Harpool 
was burned, and its American directors 
were compelled to flee for their lives. 

“If I had my way.” said Senator 
Frye, “after these European powers 
had stood eyeing each other for a 
year, I would have sent a congressional

Senator Mills answered that the Sen- 
ator (Frye) meant war, and he did not 
know but that it would be best to 
send our shins abroad, and, like Jef- 
ferson, batter down the castles of the 
pirates, 

Resuming, Senator Frye spoke of 
Great Britain’s course with bitter sar- 
casm. Great Britain had been the 
steadfast enemy of the United States. 
Great Britain had harmed the United 
States at every opportunity. Great 
Britain had for years taunted the 


United States for shackling the slaves, 


and yet, when the North struck off 
those shackles, Great Britain did every- 
thing to help the Confederacy to de- 
stroy the United States Zovernment for 
no reason but to have the Confeder- 
acy as her customer. 

Great Britain had never shown the 
slightest friendship for the United 
States. And now Great Britain siood 
idly by when she*had the power to 
stop these barbarities. Mr. Fry pro-

Consumption is Deadlier- Than 
Spanish Bullets, 


Gomez Pronounced to Be a Very 
Sick Man—Still Struggling with 
His Little Army Against 
Alfonso’s Hosts. — 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

HAVANA, Jan. 24.—(By South Amer- 
ican Cable. Associated Press Copy- 
right, 1896.) For some ttme past re- 
ports have been in circulation here con- 
cerning the physical condition of Gen. 
Maximo Gomez, commander-in-chief of 
the insurgent forces. One story has 
asserted that he was suffering from 
wounds, and that he was seriously ill 
with fever. It appears from informa- 
tion derived from trustworthy sources 
that neither of these reports is correct, 
but it is positively asserted that the 
insurgent chief is a very sick man. It 
is stated upon the authority cited’ that 
the doctors‘ in attendance upon Gen. 
Gomez recently held a consultation and 
diagnosed his case as being an ad- 
vanced stage of consumption, compli- 
cated with fever. It is further stated 
that the physicians have come to the 
conclusion that Gomez can only live 
about two months longer. These state- 
ments have caused considerable alarm 
among the insurgents and their friends, 
as, even though his condition may be 
eXaggerated to some degree, it is be- 
lieved the main facts are correctly 
stated, . 

Besides, according’ to the reports 
from the front, he is being sharply 
pushed by the Spanish troops, and is 
getting little or no rest now, day or 
night. The effect is that his move- 
ments can now be marked by a trail of 
tired-out or lame horses which the in- 
surgents leave behind them. The opin- 
ion is expressed here that the insur- 
gents are in desperate straits, and that

News received from 
the front at an early hour this morn- 
ing showed that Gomez apparently re-

In spite of this, peo- 
ple are flocking into Havana from the 
country districts and other provinces, 
and in many cases the refugees are 
people who have lost almost everything 
they possessed and a very great num- 
ber of them here and elsewhere are 
dependent upon charity. 

The cost of the war has been enor- 
mous and the drain created by provi- 
sioning the army has been very great. 
Consequently this extra expense, which 
the authorities will have to meet in 
some manner or other, is causing them 
a great deal of anxiety. However, 
there is a large and ever-increasing 
exodus of planters and others from 
this city, hundreds leaving by every 
ship bound for the United States, Ja- 
maica, Hayti or South American ports. 

The increase of crime in all the prov- 
inces is said to be enormous. Busi- 
ness is almost at a standstill and com- 
merce is practically a thing of the 
past. The work of strengthening and 
increasing the defenses of Havana 
continues without interruption. A 
number of additional small forts have 
been built at Havana and the authori- 
ties claim there is absolutely no dan- 
ger if a sudden attack by the. insur- 
gents should be made. 

In spite of this assurance, however, 
a feeling of gloom and depression pre- 
vails here. There is no longer any 
talk of settling the insurrection by a 
crushing blow, and although the ad- 
‘vent of Gen. Weyler is looked forward 
to as likely to be the signal for more 
active operations against the insur- 
gents, the feeling grows that the strug- 
gle is @ most exhausting one for al] 
concerned, and that much more blood 
and treasure must be expended by 
Spain if the insurrection is to be quelled 
by force of arms. 

Under these circumstances it is not 
astonishing that a feeling in favor of 
some compromise arrangement is 
steadily growing and al) eyes are turn- 
ing toward the United States as likely 
to be the great factor in bringing 
peace and prosperity once more to 
unhappy Cuba. The military authori- 
ties are drawing all the troops possi- 
ble from the eastern part of Cuba, as 
that part of the island, especially the 
idly resuming a peaceful aspect, not- 
withstanding the fact that nearly all 
the insurgents have moved westward.

OFFIE DOWNS AND HIS DRUM PRE- 
VENT A PANIC, © 


He Marshals Five Hundred Startled 
Children in a Burning Building 
and Marches Them to Safety. 
The Coolest Head in the Crisis.

OMAHA (Neb.,) Jan. 24.—Offie Downs, 
the drummer boy in the Dodge-street 
school, calmed a panic and prevented a 
terrible calamity among 500 children. 
He is less than 14 years old, but the 
moment he heard the hall gong sound 
the alarm of fire he did not forget that 
he had important business. It was the 
crisis for which his little head had’ 
been trained and his courage in the 
presence of a rattled principal and ex- 
— teachers saved a dead and injured 
st. 
This young chap has been the mili- 
tary band of the school. It was his 
duty twice a day to stand at the bot- 
tom of the stairs and march out the 
scholars to the step of an army rattle. 
This exercise was called the fire drill, 
and the pupils from the infant class 
up were told they must never hesitate 
when the drum should sound. Each 
tot knew his place in the line, and so 
accurately and ere were the 
rooms trained that rincipal Allen 
boasted that the big building could be 
emptied in two minutes. He had a 
chance to practically test his boas 
He had hoped, despite the good dis- 
cipline, that the expected catastrophe 
would never happen. 
He was quietly seated in his room 
about 2 o’clock when Miss Hughes, 
pale and excited from fright, dashed in 


‘With the cry that the building was on} 


fire. She hastened back to her charges 
and Prof. Allen ran to the gong. They 
heard the rush of children upstairs, 
and the alarms from the other teach- 
ers. There was a stampede, and in the 
excitement no one remembered the fire 
rule or the drummer body. 

Offie Downs kept his head. When he 
Saw the smoke coming through the 
register he did not think it was neces- 
sary to ask permission to leave the 
room. He rapidly passed the instruc- 
tors without a word and went down 
the two flights of stairs on the run. 
He wanted the drum and he got it. 
Principal Allen was not in his room, 
but the young hero did not hesitate to 
enter. He pulled the instrument from 
the hook and slung the strap over his 
shoulder and plunged into the hall. 
The smoke was now so dense he could 
barely seé his way and on the floor 
above he heard the teachers shouting 
to the children to remain in order. 
There were fire engines rattling out- 
side, but like a soldier in battle, Offie 
Downs stood at his post. , 

He'‘picked his way to the bottom of 
the stairs just as the 500 pupils ap- 
peared in a herd at the top of the 
stairs. He pounded the drum for dear 
life. ‘The very first sound from it 
acted Hke a charm. Mr. Allen. pulled 
three little girls and one boy from un- 
der the feet of the rushing children, 
and commanded them to keep step to 
the music. The little ones remembered 
their lessons and to the music calmly 
came down the long flight, as thev had 
done a thousand times before. Smoke 
filled the entire building. but in a min- 
ute from the time the band began to 
play there was not a child fh it. The 
boy waited until Mr. Allen told him 
that everyone was safe, and then he 
came down the front steps.

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 24.—(Special 
Dispatch.)

It is more 
his phenomenal luck in following a 
game which is déemed hard enough in 
all truth for an “insider” and a “cold 
feast” for an ‘outsider. 

Wibaux would hardly be put in the 
former_class, and this_makes all the 
more remarkable the fact that he has, 
in the few weeks of his operations, 
lessencd the bank rolls of the bookmak- 
ers by about $60,000. Now at the race- 
track is is not ‘What is Grannan play- 
ing?” or, “Where is Pittsburgh Phil’s 
money going?’ but “What does the 
Frenchman like?’ When he enters the 
betting ring a watchful crowd of touts 
gathers near. When he starts for a 
book there is a rushing and jostling, 
and when he whispers in the book- 
maker’s ear, heads are, packed and 
ears are strained to hear the words 
which eager ones think will bring them 
fortune. 

At first the ‘‘Montana plunger” would 
shout out his horse and the amount of 
money he wished to play at the pen- 
ciler, but he soon found this militated 
against him. Everybody within hear- 
ing would rush to place their money 
on the horse he favored and the odds 
would rapidly recede. Within the last 
few days he has adopted the method 
of all big betters, and places the bulk 
of his money through commissioners,

TURKEY AND RUSSIA IN NEED OF 
NO TREATY. 


Minister Terrell Secures Permission 
for the Relief Funds to Be Dis- 
tributed—The Red Cross Still 
Barred—A Fresh Call for Means. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRBE.) 

LONDON, ‘Jan. 25.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
bie.) In spite of the denials, official and 
semi-official that have been made from 
many quarters, the report of the de- 
fensive and offensive alliance between 
Russia and Turkey which was printed 
by the Pall Mall Gazette on Thursday 
is not viewed with entire incredulity. 

Special dispatches published by the 
London newspapers this afternoon 
from the European capitals, notably 
from Berlin, Paris and Vienna, show a 
tendency to admit the possibility that 
a Russo-Turkish treaty has been con- 
cluded. It is pointed out with obvious 
plausibility that Turkey’s impecunios- 
ity may have driven her to seek @n al- 
liance as a means of obtaining a loan, 
as was the case recently with China. 
‘If such a treaty has in fact been con- 
cluded {ft will likely be kept a secret un- 
til the last moment. So far there has 
been no authentic confirmation of the 
report from any quarter. 

HE OUGHT TO KNOW. 

LONDON, Jan. 24.—A dispatch from 
Constantinople quotes an _ interview 
with the Grand Vizier, Halil Rifat 
Pasha, in which he is said to have de- 
nied the existence of the reported 
offensive and defensive alliance  be- 
tween Russia and Turkey.

ARIZONA'S CARNIVAL 


INDIANS, COWBOYS, SOLDIERS, FIRE- 
WORKS AND BRASS. BANDS. 


The People of Phoenix. are Sparing 

_No Efforts to Make the Carnival 

a Success and Pictur- 
esque Features. 


The people who join the Merchants’ 
Association Arizona picnic will have 
an experience which will forever leave 
a crimson glow in the particular cor- 
ner of their brain in which they store 
the memory of the trip. The Phoeni- 
cians are entering into the spirit of the 
affair with all the joyous abandon of a 
southern people, . : 

The carnival begins February 19, and 
comes to a close on February 22— 
Washington’s birthday. The programme 
hag not yet been worked out in its mi- 
nuter details, but it has-been decided 
to have a day parade and a night pa- 
rade, a gorgeous display of fireworks, 
Plenty of brass bands and speech- 
making, ete. 


The sports will be an especial fea- 
ture. There will be bicycle races, track 
athletics and exhibitioris of Arizona 
horsemanship by centaurs without a 
peer in. the whole wide world. At this 
time of year the Phoenix climate is 
glorious, and it will be a joy and a 
delight merely to be alive and out of 
doors—a fact which makes athletic 
sports peculiarly fitting. 

But the Indians and the cowboys will 
be the crowning glory, Fivé hundred 
yelling, jumping, dancing Indians, at- 
tired in fantastic garments of paint, 
marching in the parades, dancing and 
playing Indian games for the benefit of 
the visitors to the carnival, and gener- 
ally making things’ hum. And cow- 
boys beyond the power of man to com- 
pute! They will gather from the utter- 
most ends of the Territory, mounted on 
sturdy little bronchos, garbed in 
strange sombreros and fringed leg- 
gings, and filled with a firm determina- 
tion to see and be seen to the utmost 
power of man. Besides: the wild In- 
dians there will be some samples of the 
tamed variety—300 boys and girls from 
the Phoenix Indian school, which is 
probably attracting more attention 
than any other Indian school in the 
country, with the single exception of 
that at Carlisle. These children will all 
be in uniform, and will march with the 
precision of old soldiers. In a series of 
floats will appear the Indian kindergar- 
ten children, 

There will be regular soldiers, too, 
four companies of them, encamped just 
outside the town. 

Col. Frank M. Hatch is director-gen- 
eral of the carnival. He is eminently 
qualified for such a position, for-he was 
wh Buffalo Bill in Europe for two 
years and also with the great showman 
at the World’s Fair, exhibiting a ‘“‘pet- 
rified forest.” Col. Hatch is in Los An- 
geles at present, getting pointers from 
the Fiesta authorities, buying fireworks 
and other supplies for the carnival, etc. 

He is much pleased with the warm 
interest in Arizona, and the Phoenix 
carnival which he finds here. The Mer- 
chants’ Association has begun a move- 
ment for a big Southern California ex- 
cursion to Phoenix, and the plan has 
been warmly approved by the other 
trade organizations. Undoubtedly the 
special train of Pullmans_ will be 
loaded down with people, and the 
‘Streams of reciprocal amity will be run- 
ning full. 

Los Angeles will probably send a 
float to the carnival. Arizona will 
have a float built here by the Robinson 
Bros., who are in chargé of the fiesta 
floats. This Arizona float will be taken 
to Phoenix for the carnival: and then’ 
brought back for La Fiesta. Its sub- 
ject is one which will stir the heart of 
the Arizona citizen to its uttermost 
depths: ‘‘The Forty-sixth Star.” 


GARLAND IS HAPPY, 


Property Stolen by Jack the Early 
Riser, Recovered. 


School Director Garland is happy be- 
cause he has recovered the overcoat, 
scarfpin,-watch and chain and other 
trinkets which were stolen from him 
by the “early morning” burglar, No- 
vember 23. The articles were taken 
from Mr. Garland’s room at the Mel-' 
rose House, while he was wrapped in 
slumber, They were recovered In San 
Francisco through the arrest of Harry 
Garthside, who it has been amply dem- 
onstrated, was ‘Jack, the Early: Riser,” 
who committed so many daring burg- 
laries in Los Angeles during the months 
of November and December, and trans- 
ferred his scene of operations to San 
Francisco, when the detectives began 
pressing him too hotly here.

THE COURTS. 


Leonis Estate Far as Ever from 
Settlement. 


Some simple-minded and trustful peo- 
ple entertained the fond hope that when 
yesterday was set for the final account- 
ing and distribution of the Leonis es- 
tate, after six weary years of litigation, 
it really meant that the affair was 
coming to a close at last. Not so. A 
goodly portion of the heirs and all the 
attorneys were assembled in Depart- 
ment Two at the appointed hour, some 
hopeful, some dubious, and others re- 
sighed to whatever new turn affairs 
might take, but, after an hour's wran- 
gle, in which six lawyers all tried to 
talk at once, and Judge Clark looked as 
though not a glimmer of joy remained 
in life, the matter was left in a condi- 
tion apparently sevenfold worse than 
the former one. 

That “distribution” was a_ circus, 
with all the side-shows thrown in. 
Horace Bell, Esq., executed the open- 
ing overture in the key of A flat major, 
by stepping forward with a_ cheerful 
and optimistic smile, and presenting 
the final account to the court. Hardly 
were the words out of his mouth before 
Richard Dunnigan sprang up and in- 
formed Judge Clark that it did not lie 
within his jurisdiction to allow it, as 
it was by no means a complete account, 
$4000 being given to friends of Mr. 
Mesnager, while others were left out in 
the cold, The estate was not in a con- 
dition for distribution anyway, accord- 
ing to Mr. Dunnigan, and it would be 
utterly impossible with the litigation 
that was pending. 

Maj. Bell had been waiting for a 
chance to get a word in edgewise, and 
now directed a look of majestic réproof 
at the daring Dunnigan, and observed 
that the heirs had been clamoring for 
a distribution for the past year; that 
everything could be paid; that this 
was the only time in all the six years 
when a distribution was possible, and 
that the estate should be taken out of 
the hands, of the executorand the liti- 
gants left to fight it out among them- 
selves. 

“Such complications have arisen,” 
went on Maj. Bell, despairingly, *“

never did,” 

The court looked its sympathy with 
this candid confession, and Maj. Bell 
went on to unfold a luminous theory 
for an all-around settlement which 
would satisfy everybody. There had 
been $3962.67 drawn, principally by the 
attorneys, on the strength of the 
amounts coming to them through their 
distributive interests. It would take 
$7000 to square matters with those who 
had had no nibblings, and Maj. Bell 
thought it would be a good scheme to 
give these unfortunates a greater pro- 
portion of the land, in order to equalize 
matters, 

Judge Clark murmured a suggestion 
that matters might be simplified if 
those who had drawn money would 
simply pay it back to the estate, in 
order to facilitate distribution, but he 
was promptly quenched by Max Loew- 
enthal, who grew almost tearfully elo- 
quent over the wrongs of his clients, 
who were, without exception, in the 
throes of diré poverty, and would suf- 
fer much anguish of purse and mind 
if compelled to pay anything back to 
the estate. 

Everybody then rose with many sug- 
gestions as to the best way of dispos- 
ing of the property, and Loewenthal 
and Dunnigan had a little side scrap 
about selling it, the former wanting it 
sold through probate, and the latter 
advocating private sale, while the 
court took advantage of a momentary 
lull to remark with some asperity, that 
the estate was in a hopeless tangle, 
and that if some one would offer a few 
suggestions instead of wasting time in 
objections, it might be more to the 
point. The court could not give John

An expres-- 
sive sneer which curled the corners of 
the judicial mouth gave tokens of the 
court’s entire concurrence in this last 
sentiment, and Maj. Bell retorted that 
he was quite aware that the account 
was extraordinary—he had had to deal 
with extraordinary characters when he 
presented it. He then kindly reassured 
Judge Clark as to his entire jurisdic- 
tion in the matter, and read and ex- 
pounded at great length, while the 
other attorneys fidgeted and the Judge 
looked sleepily satirical. 

At last Mr. Lee got a chance to 
speak, and it then appeared that he 
had come in answer to a citation to 
show cause why the estaie should not 
be distributed.

“he steady, soaking rain of the past 
few days hae done a vast amount of 
good to the soil of this section, and 
the farmers all feel more hopeful than 
they did a couple of wecks ago. 

Advices from the orange-growing 
sections are not more encouraging. The 
loss of fruit through the frost of the 
closing daysof* the year at Riverside 
is now admitted to have been heavy, 
and will seridusly interfere with ship- 
ments from that point. At the same 
time, eastern markets scem to be well 
supplied, and prices there are far from 
satisfactory. 

In the dried-fruit market there is 
scarcely any business doing at present. 
The best prunes have been jobbed in 
Chicago at 4 cents a pound, a price 

which evidenly leaves very little for 
‘the grower. The following from the 
San Francisco Post gives the facts in 
regard to the prune situation up to the 
end of the year:. ' 


“Up to January 1, 1896, the shipments 
of prunes from San José for the season 
of 1895 amounted to 35,000,000 pounds, as 
Santa Clara shipments. Of this quantity 
probably 3,000,000 pounds had been 
shipped in here from outside points, 
Teavinz 32,000,000 pounds as Santa Clara 
shipments. | 

“The original estimate of the crop of 
40,000,000 pounds has been reduced, and 
it is now gencrally conceded that the 
crop of 1895 will not be over 38,000,000 
pounds. This lIcaves on hand 8,000,000, 
Or Say, 125 cars, not over twenty-five 
of which are in the growers’ hands, 
the balance being held by the packers. 

“The fruit exchanges are carrying not 
more than thirty-five cars, and will not 
be the distributing factors in the mar- 
ket that they were at the beginning of 
1235, when they had 150 cars. All out- 
side districts are well cleaned up, and 
there is practically nothing left in the 
growers’ hands. As far as stocks are 
concerned, the position of prunes Is cer- 
9 very strong at this time at this 


“The Middle and Western States have 
not heavy purchasers so far, and 
under the circumstances there is no 
reason why there should not be a ma- 
terial advance of present prices. 

“The stocks here are being held very 
firm by the packers, none of whom 
have any more than they will need for 
their spring trade. At advanced prices 
_ product ought to find a ready mar- 

“France and England have consumed 
about 175 carloads of Santa C 
prunes since last November.” 

In San Francisco choice bleached 
peaches are quoted at 4 to 4% cents, 
without any active demand at those 
prices. The time is now arriving when 
there should be a good demand for 
dried fruit, and holders of stocks are 


still hopeful that prices will improve 
before long. 


In San Francisco a discussion is now: 


going on regarding the relative ad- 
vantage of shipping dried fruits in 
boxes or sacks. It is claimed that 
choice fruits, tastefully packéd in 
boxes, fetch much better prices than 
When they are shipped in sacks. 

In San Francisco there has been such 
@ glut of potatoes during the past week 
that they have been selling at nominal 
prices, and in some cases have been 
given away. The great difficulty with 


which producers in California have to 


contend is not the raising of fine crops, 
but the securing of a fair price for 
them after théy are raised. What is 
needed is to bring the producer and the 
consumer nearer together. ay.

Californjg Versus Eastern Farming. 


The Times has repeatedly called the 
attention~of Califorriia farmers to the 
fact that one of the main reasons for 
the lack of success sometimes . cOm- 
plained of, even here, arises from the 
disregard of the small but important 
features of farming as it is carried on. 
in the east, where the conditions are 
far less favorable to the farmer than in 

It naturally astonishes farmers from 
the east to see their brethren in this 
State buying their vegetables, and’ 
milk, and butter, and eggs, and pork, 
as is too often done here. C. Irwin, an 
eastern farmer from Iowa, who has 
been traveling in Southern California 
since last September, sends The Times 
the following communication on this 
subject, which contains much truth, 
‘and should be noted by those of our 
farmers whom the cap fits: 

“T notite*a- great difference between 
our style-of garming and that adopted 
in California. With us in Iowa a far- 
mer always -has a garden flat where 
he raises all his vegetables and small 
fruits. He has a few cows and colts 
to eat uprcthe corn-stalks, the stubble 
and the odds and ends of the vegeta- 
ble and grain crops. He has a few 
pigs and chickens to consume the slops 
and refuse from the kitchen and the 
unmarketable grades of corn and other 
grain. From his garden he will sell 
at a good price a few sacks of early 

tatoes or other early -vegetables.. 

is wife will have a few rolls of but- 
ter and several dozen eggs to send to 


honey, and one buyer reports having 
picked up a parcel at the very low 


The estimates of area, product and 
principal crops of the 
United States for 1895 made by the 
Statistician of the Department of Ag- 
riculture, cdlitain some interesting fig- 
ures, and upset some widely prevalent 
notions in gegard to the relative im- 
portance of fhe various grain and other 
crops raised:tm.this country. For in- 
stance, comparatively few people would 
Suppose that the value of the hay of 
the United States was more than that 
of wheat, yet such is the case, as wil] 
The former 
exceeds the latter in value by nearly 
70 per cent. The relative importance of 
oats and barley is also surprising to 
Californians, who are accustomed to 
regard barley as the great feed for 
farm animals. In the east, hdwever; 
barley does not play an important part 
fn agriculture, the value’ of the total 
product of the-country being less than 
one-fifth the value of the oat crop. Corn 
stands far in the lead among the cereal 
crops, the va@Ime of the corn product 
being greater than that of wheat, oats, 
rye, barley, bitkwheat and potatoes 
combined. Corn is, indeed, king in this 
country, and the important part which 
it plays in the finances of the United 
States may be seen from the simple 
statement that a difference of 1 cent 
@ bushel on the crop last year amounts 


The average gross receipts from these 
crops appear small to the California 
farmcr. At the price quoted in the fol- 
loving statistics, the average receipts. 
from which must be deducted al] ex- 
penses, would be equivalent to less 
than $10 an acre for corn; less than 
'#; an acre for wheat, less than $6 per

In the 
fall he will havé fifteen or twenty fat 
hogs to sell, besides curing. all ‘ the 
hams and bacon needed for home use. 
There willbe a span of horses or colts 
to disposé’of and half a dozen fat 
steers. Were it not for all these things, 
which cost the farmer but little, there 
would be many years when he could 
not make his expenses from the grain 
crops. 

“In California I have noticed that 

scarcely any farmer raises his own 
vegetables; but few keep either hogs or 
poultry. The stubble, straw and re- 
fuse of the crops, that would fatten 
many pigs and steers, are burned, 
thus destroying much valuable feed, 
and impoverishing the land. I have 
visited some farms where neither cows, 
pigs or chickens were kept, and I have 
never met a California farmer .who 
cured his own hams and bacon. It 
speaks volumes for the fertility of the 
soil where such farming can be made 
to pay. 
““T have been seeking the cause of 
this state of affairs. I find that in 
mayvy cases the farmers live on land 
rented by the year. Of course in such 
a case he has no incentive to improve 
his home by planting trees, building, 
etc., and on a great many such farms 
there is neither hogpen nor chicken- 
house. The land fs sown to barley, and 
there is simply a house and corral. 
“Now, it seems to me that a good 
farmer would do better on ten acres 
of: land that he owned than on 100 that 
he rented. Unless a man owns the 
farm that he works he will never try 
to keep the house or surroundings tidy. 
If he is only a yearly tenant he knows 
it will not pay him to build outhouses 
for pigs and poultry, and so it hap- 
pens that he loses a great source of 
profit. 
“T would advise any farmer who 
comes to California to make this his 
home to buy just what land’ he can 
pay for, and to keep hogs and cows 
and poultry, just as he did in the east. 
He will find that they will pay him 
here far better than they did there. 
Prices for poultry, butter and eggs are 
about three times as high here as they 
rule in Central Iowa; and I am sure 
there is no better climate under the 
sun for cows, hogs and fowls.’? © 


Mr. Irwin attributes the neglect of 
Southern California farmers to raise 
their own food largely to the fact that 
many farms are rented. There are, 
however, less farms rented in propor- 
tion here than in the East, and many 
of the California farmers who own 
their own places are guilty of the 
short-sighted habits which he criti- 
cises, 

While it is true that nature has done 
more for California than for any other 
section of the United States, even’ here 
the farmer cannot expect to succeed 
if he pays out cash for most of the 
food that is consumed by himself and 
his family, depending solely for an 
income on the returns from a single 
crop of fruit*or grain, which may some- 
‘times turn out a failure, either in yield 
or in price realized therefor. 

Such a business is not legitimate 
farming. It partakes more of the na- 
ture of gambling. 


Grain fn Great Britain. 

The official estimates of grain yields 
in Great. Britain have béen published 
by the Department of Agriculture. The 
greatest decline is in wheat, which is 
Only 37,176,257 bushels, against the es- 
timate early in the season of 48,000,000 
bushels. Five years ago, in 1890, Eng- 
land produced 73,354,484 bushels, or very 
near twice the yleld of the present 
year.

Irrigation Becoming General. 


Irrigation Age:) Irrigation is spread- 
ieee throughout the United States like a~ 
prairie fire in a windstorm. Agricul- 
tural classes have been studying the 
advantages of this: sure method of 
farming for a long time, and the gen- 
eral drought of the past season has 
once more indicated that the richest 
and most fertile lands along the largest 
water courses are not safe without 
means of watering, for rain cannot be 
depended upon when most needed. In- 
telligence is received that for the com- 
ing season irrigation will be resorted to 
in various sections of Illinois, Indiana, 
Michigan, Ohio, Pennsylvania, New 
Jersey, New York, New Hampshire, 
Massachusetts and Maine. There was 
irrigation in several of the Southern 
‘States in 1895, and in 1896 every State 
in the whole southern tier will farm 
more or less under the infallible plan. 
Ittis learned also that séctions of Wis- 
COnsin, Iowa and Minnesota will fall in 
line, and that irrigation operations will 
be largely increased in Nebraska, 
South Dakota and North Dakota. In 
the former arid States and Territories 
of the West, great progress has been 
made in this safe mode of farming, but 
this article deals wholly with the rain 
belt. The Irrigation Age being the pio- 
neer in irrigation journalism, congrat- 
ulates the country on the general adop- 
tion of the methods it has so long advo- 
cated. 

That the wonderful success of the 
irrigated farm at Kankakee will give @ 
great impetus to irrigation in Illinois 
there can be no doubt. Sooner or later 
this State and other States along the 
line of the great lakes will be watered 
by pipe-lines from those great bodies 
of water, Illinois especially, penetrated 
as it is to be by the great Drainage Ca- 
nal. Alarmists are saying that the 
withdrawal of 300,000 cubic feet of 
water per minute from Lake Michigan 
bythe Drainage Canal will reduce the 
level of the lakes to such an extent as 
to interfere with navigation’ by the 
largest lake steamers. In a rain of 
six inches which recently fell over these 
lakes the quantity of water added to 
them was 1,079,640,176,000 cubic feet. It 
would take seven years for the Chi- 
cago Drainage Canal to withdraw this 
quantity of water. This “drainage 
canal is really a great ship canal, and 


by tapping it here and there trops will 
-be_aided to 


to make cargoes for those 
ships. 

But that. is a matter of the future. 
For the immediate present, pumping 
plants will convey water from neigh- 
boring streams, ag at Kankakee, and. 
in this farmers can associate them- 
selves together here and there and di- 
vide the expense. Reservoirs and jakes 
will be made in different sections, and 
various means will be employed in 
pumping the water. Two irrigations a 
season will prove sufficient in Illinois. 
Gas engines, oi] engines and perhaps 
electricity will furnish the power, and 
it is likely that wind mills will cut a 
big figure. With a gasoline engine, & 
pump and a reservoir, small patches 
can be independent of any general irri- 
gation companies, though it must be 
confessed that the latter have proved 
a great benefit in the far West, re- 
claiming thousands of acres of barren 
lands and transformed them _ into 
farms that produce not only one, but 
several crops a season. ' 

During the recent meeting of the 
Illinois State Horticultural Society at 
Kankakee, 100 of the members in at- 
tendance, with their wives, visited the 
irrigated farm of the Illinois Eastern 
Hospital for the Insane, on the invi- 
tation of Dr. Gapen, the superintend- 
ent, and the reported wonderful crops 
of the past season were investigated 
to their entire satisfaction. That many 
of these farmers will irrigate their cr- 
chards and gardens goes ‘without. the 
saying. Certain it is that a large num-. 
ber of them said they “didn’t” propose 
to wait on the rain any more.” But 
corn, and everything that grows, can 
be irrigated, and, evén in the most fer- 
tile regions of the rain belt, crops will 
be fourfold greater with irrigation than 
without it. 


A bit of intelligence which is of im- 
portance to Illinois farm owners can 
be conveyed herewith. It is that a com- 
pany has recently been incorporated at 
Springfield ‘‘to buy and sell farm lands 
in. Illinois,’ which intends nothing less 
than the buying up of farms just how, 
when farmers, as is supposed, are dis- 
couraged and will sell cheap, put in ir- 
rigation plants and then sell them off 
at gilt-edged prices. The headquar- 
ters of this company are now in Chicago 
but the gentlemen have heretofore been 
operating in the same way, further 
West. The southern colonies, fnade up 
of farmers in Illinois and Indiana, will 
make their operations very profitable. 
"There is much unfavorable comment in 
a quiet way, and it is charged that one 
of the men connected with this com- 
pany is the prime mover in a certain 
southern colony, and that, through 
other parties, he actually bought, 
cheaply, the farms of two men whom 
he personally induced to go South. But 
the point here is that this company, 
even in legitimate buying, see a chance 
for making big money by improving 
the farms through irrigation and sell- 
ing them again. If this company can 
do this, the present owners can do the 
same, and thus bring up the value 
of their holdings. 

‘ The plan that many farmers will 
adopt is wind power, pumps and reser- 
voirs or lakes. The bottoms and sides 
of these artificial lakes only require 
puddling. After this has been done the 
seepage will be no greater than the 
evaporation. A 
pump enough water to 
acre when applied direct from the 


pump, will irrigate from ten to twenty 


acres if the water is applied from the 
outlet in the reservoir, 
gained is found in the pushing power 
of the water when rapidly disch ed 
from the reservoir at a rate of from two 
to three cubic feet a second, or at the 
Same rate in gallons of from fifteen. to 
twenty-two’ gallons a second. By this 
method but little water is lost. The 
land lying a quarter of a mile from 
the plant will receive almost as much 
as the tract directly adjoining the mill. 
When the reservoir is nearly empty 
the gate is closed, and it is filled by the 
same process and repeated on another 
portion of the farm. e

The Navel Orange of California. 


(California Fruit Grower:) Investiga- 
tions by Prof. A. J. Cook of Claremont 
College,” Los Angeles county, seem to 
show that the navel orange bears just 
as well when planted in orchards con- 
taining no other varieties, and that the 
fruit is far more likely to be wholly 
seedless if removed from the effects of 
the pollen of seedy varieties planted 
near. While it is far better to plant 
most varieties of fruits in orchards 
containing alternating trees’ or rows of 
other varieties of the same class to in- 
sure proper pollination, with the navel 
orange and probably with other seed- 
less varieties this is neither necessary 
nor desirable. | 

The navel orange of California is a 
peerless fruit, and probably nowhere in 
the world is there grown a finer citrus 
product. This variety is very prolific 
in California, but hag never been a 

bearer in Florida. Ft came to us 
from Brazil, and it is te probable 
that the soil and conditions it encoun- 
ters in California are more, nearly those 


of its ancient environment. than are 
found in Floride and elsewhere in» the 
‘United States.

It 
requires more capital to provide pienty 
of room for the cocks, but the capital. 
will he better invested than if buildings 
are used in which the hens are too nu- 
merous and in which they do not 
thrive.

Sweet Corn as a Farm Crop. 


(American Cultivator:) Corn is more 
largely grown than any other grain, 
but it ig a matter of surprise that the 
Sweet varieties are not more generally 
cultivated. Their grain yield is as large 
as that of any other corn, for though 
the ears are generally small, most 
kinds of sweet corn will bear two, 
three and occasionally more ears on a 
stalk. For thosé who merely grow corn 
to feed, the sweet variety has great 
advantages. Its stalks are richer and 
sweeter than ordinary field corn, if 
they are cut as all corn should be when 
the grain has just begun to harden. 
é this, sween corn generally 
brings @ considerably higher price in 
the’ markét than’ other corn. It might 
not’ ‘continue do this-if more gen- 
erally grown, and this is perhaps one 
reason why farmers’ who ‘grow corn to 
sél] have generally confined themselves 
to the ordinary corn, which is a staple 
crop, and salable at some price in any 
quantity. 
There are some difficulties in properly 
drying sweet corn, because of the ex- 
cessive amount of moisture it contains, 
Which, with its sweetness, makes its 
especial value.

Grand Jury Gives Another Dose 
to the County. 


Nothing Particularly Dreadful 
: Has Been Unearthed. 


Many Trivial Matters Considered. 
Praise and Blame About Equally 
Bestowed—No. Serious Defal- 
eation So Far. 


‘ The second report of the grand jury 
‘was filed yesterday with the County 
Clerk, after due inspection by Judge 
Smith. It is mild and innocuous in 
character, and all the irregularities dis- 
‘covered are harmless and. of. small 
magnitude. A third and last report 
will probably wind up the business of 
the inquisitors, and it now lies with the 
city officials to supply a sensation, if 
there is to be any worth the name, 

Following is the entire report, the de- 
tails of which may be of interest: 
COUNTY SCHOOL SUPERINTEN- 

DENT. 

The examination extends from Janu- 
ary 1, 1892, to July 1, 1895. The present 
Superintendent’s..system of account- 
ing and preserving vouchers is good. 
The long-standing discrepancies be- 
tween” this: and the Auditor’s office, 
chiefly due to the payment of a forged 
warrant in 1882, have, at our sugges- 
tion, been closed. If the: books of the 
two offices be hereafter compared at 
least semi-annually any serious dis- 
crepancies will be prevented. 

The expenses of the office, including 
that of the Board of Educaton, were: 
Superintendent’s .............. 21,760.63 
County Board of Education.. 7,942.55 


The traveling expenses included in 
the above, from-the ist of January to 
the ist of July, 1895,-was $527.95. The 
names of the payees were not, but 
should be, specified. This amount be- 
ing largely for livery hire and subsist- 
ence in visiting schools, seems exces- 
sive, being as much as $5 per day for 
team. 

May not the Supervisors, by con- 
tract, secure transportation at less 
cost? 

Orders from nine school districts 
have been only partially paid. Such 
partial payments were indorsed on the 
order, the payee keeping the order and 
leaving the Superintendent without 
vouchers. To save complications and 
hardships the district can draw two 
orders, one for such part as is im- 
mediately payable, the other for the 
deferred balance. 

In .1892 and ’°93 thirty (30) schools 
‘were not visited. The law compels the 
Supervisors to deduct $10 for each 
sc 1 not visited, but no refund was 

e. ‘The overpay to the County 
Superintendent was $300. A _ visiting- 
book, showing names of schoo! visited, 
days of visit, distance traveled and 
amount of charges should be kept in 
the Superintendent’s office.

the practice of dishonesty. The amounts 
paid in this irregular way will aggre- 
gate hundreds of dollars. Work was 
done out of office hours and no account 
kept of money paid or received there- 
‘for. Under Mr. Newlin, the present 
County Clerk, business is better sys- 
tematized and managed. 

We found that on August 5, 1895, $4, 
and on, September 28, 1895, $2 was paid 
by the Sheriff into the County Clerk’s 
office and not credited there; that be- 
tween January and October, 1895, there 
was sent, in small sums, aggregating 
$16, from the Sheriff’s office to the 
County Clerk’s office, through the law 
firm of Graves, O’Melveny & Shank- 
land, and not credited therein. This 
/| was unknown to Mr. Newtin prior to 
our’ examination, and these amounts 
have since been paid into the treasury 
by him. 

We are informed that the amount 
taken by Mr. Lowry, the $1732.80, the 
$14, the $12.10, and the $20 taken by Mr. 
Ward, have since. this exposure been 
paid into the treasury by Mr. Ward. 
Mr. Ward was. careless in the over- 
sight of his office, and he claims he 
was misled as to its actual condition 
and his liabilities to the county. When 
confronted with ‘the facts, as ascer- 
tained ‘by us, he expressed his willing- 
ness to make his deficiencies, 
which he has done, with the exception 
of certain items of which he claims 
there is a legal question as to his liabii- 
ity to the county. 

We recommend that legal proceed- 
ings be at once instituted against Mr. 
Ward and his-bondsmen for the recov- 
ery of the moneys belonging to the 
county ahd now retained by Mr. Ward, 
as shown by this report. 

We find that ex-County Clerk T. H. 
Ward kept the account of trust fund 
as a private account. 

We believe that all accounts of pub- 
lic business should be a public record, 
as they.are, under the present man- 
agement of .the office. 

CRIMINAL DEPARTMENT. 

This examination covers the time 
‘from the remote past down to October 
1, 1895, and was as thorough as the 
| books would allow. The valuables in 
the criminal department exhibit safe 
were checked over, so far as they could 
be. The book containing a list-of the 
exhibits received was taken as the 
basis, and wherever the exhibit was 
designated as valuable, or in safe, it 
was sought to ascertain whether it was 
either on hand or there was a receipt 
to show for it. A number of articles 
as follows seem to be missing: 

Louie Kong, silver, etc.; Fo Shee, sil- 
ver watch and chain; Neelong, money; 
Wong Loo Fo, money; Louis Johnson, 
gold ring. : 

Instead of the ring is found a silver 
watch with tag bearing name of Louis 
Johnson. Tht records of these things 
have been until lately -very imper- 
fectly kept. We could find no list of 
the articles transferred to the present 
County Clerk from his predecessor. 

“PUBLIC ADMINISTRATOR. | 

We have examined the books of this 
office for a period extending from Jan- 
uary 1, 1893, to October 28, 1895. 5 

The amount on hand, as hown by 
the books, and verified at the banks 
of deposit, was, on October 28, 1895, 
$14,978.11.

ocedure would seem to indicate the 

rger portion of this money should be 
deposited with the County Treasurer. 

We find the amount of fees paid into 
| the treasury for the thirty-four months 
| approximates $3000; salary for same 
period, $8500; a cost to the county of 
$5500 more for the thirty-four months 
than the fees collected. 

The duties of this office requiring but 
a small portion of the time of the in- 
cumbent, it would seem that the fees 
paid in would have been more than 
ample for the work done. 

From our investigation we believe the 
expenses of this office are largely in 
excess of the benefits derived, and the 
work could be better accomplished 
through the Superior Court. 

We recommend that the office of Pub- 
lic Administrator should be in the 
Courthouse, and that his undivided 
time be given to the duties of the of- 


fice. 

At this point we deem it proper to 
note a few of the cases as found on 
the records:

REPORT OF STATE REDEMPTIONS. 

We have made a full examination of 
.the county records pertaining to the 
matter of land sold to the State for de- 
linguent taxes, and afterward re- 
deemed by the land-owners. This de- 
partment of the county records, we be- 
lieve, had not been examined by any 
former grand jury, and, acting upon 
this information, we commenced our 
examination at the beginning and 
brought it down to date. 

The record of tax sales commenced 
1872-73 (fiscal year,) volume 1 of tax 
sales, and we took this as our starting 
point. “It was necessary to make a.full 
examination of all the tax-sales books, 
being no less than sixty-seven volumes,

The matter is further complicated by 
reason of the fact that the tax-sale 
book redemption entry in the Auditor’s 
office does not specify the amount paid 
to redeem, the record showing offy the 
amount for which the property is sold. 

The cash-book entry shows a different 
amount from this, being the original 
amount plus 25 per cent. penalty, a 
charge of $2 redemption fee, and in- 
terest to time of redemption. In some 
of these earlier months it would have 
been an extremely lengthy piece of 
work to poajtively identify each partic- 
ular item (on account of the lacking 
data,) and in these instances we veri- 
fied the payments made to the Treas- 
urer by taking the sum total for: the 
month, and determined if: proper -and;

“This suggestion is very interesting,” 
was the reply, “but it would scarcely 
work in such a library as ours.

THE. CITY FINANCES. Referring 
to the subject of municipal financiering 
and to the statement that the city 
treasury is empty, the Investor shows 
that the Council appropriated $150,000 
to the cash find for the current fiscal 
year and passed a resolution that it 
would not expend mpre than $12,500 
every month out of this fund. The rec- 
ords show that during the seven 
months from July, 1895, to January, 
1896, there was spent on an average 
$14,500 per month, leaving in the treag- 


five months to meet disbursements. 
The Investor probounds the following 
conumdrums to the Council: 

“The shortage in the cash fund is 
only one of the problems before the. 
Council to solve. For the second we 
would respectfully ask how that hon- 
orable body proposes to pay for the new 
City Jail, thecontract for building which 
at $75,000 was let when the city had 
not over $40,000 to pay for it. For the 
third query we would also respectfully 
ask the Council why it made a levy for 
the sum of only $40,017.05 for street 
lighting when it well knew that a con- 
tract existed with the lighting com- 
pany that would call for the payment 
of $51,744 in twelve months? Where 
do the honorable gentlemen expect to 
find, or how will they raise, the de- 
ficiency of nearly $12,000 on this item 
alone? If the contention made is cor- 
rect, namely, that a city cannot levy 
taxes to make up deficiencies in a prior 
year’s extravagance, there will come a 
day of reckoning that will make our 
city fathers pale with anxiety.” ’ 

The pruning-knife has since been 
used vigorously by the Council. It 
was none too soon, and it may be 
necessary to practice still further 
economy, in order to meet current ex- 
penses. . 


COMMERCIAL. 


BORAX. One of the important 
is heard, is borax. The material is 
found in only three parts of the world, 
in quantities worth mining, in Turkey, 
in Chile and in California. F. M. 
Smith, who is known as the “Borax 
King,’ returned to San Francisco a few 
days ago'from a trip te London, where. 
he has been arranging to open a Euro- 
pean market for his product. A ship- 
ment of California borax has been 
placed on the European market, prac- 
tically shutting out the South Ameri- 
can borax, and seriously competing 
with the Turkish product: Mr. Smith 
first intended to establish a refinery 
at Liverpool, but found he could do as 


well by selling the raw material to the 
refiners there. 


EUROPEAN BEET-SUGAR. Esti- | 
mates of .the European beet-sugar 
crop vary so widely. from month to 
month that it.is difficult to rely upon 
them; but “there is a consensus of 
opinion that this year’s crop will not 
amount to more than 4,000,000 tons, if 
so much.” This will mean a reduction 
on last year of about e&ht hundred 
and forty thousand tons, and as the 
production of cane sugar in Cuba is 
certain to be diminished, on account of 
the revolution, while the West Indian 
crop generally is said to be smaller, 
stocks in Europe are likely to be ma- 
terially reduced in the next few 
months. It is noticeable that the low 
price of sugar this year has caused a 
great increase in-consumption, for,, ac- 
cording to German Official statistics, 
‘the quantity of beets consumed in 1895 
amounted to 145,210,395 cwt., as against 
106,443,515 cwt. in 1894. . 


CONSUMPTION OF LEMONS. This 
country consumes in a year about five 
hundred million lemons, or about six 
and a half lemons for each man, wo- 
man and child, This is going to be a 
good lemon year. Since the new’ fruit 
commenced to arrive about the first of 
October, vefy nearly one hundred thou- 
sand more boxes have been received 
than came in during the same time*last 
season. The receipts at New York for 
November, 1895, were 177,306 boxes, 
against 110,250 boxes for November, 
1894. The November receipts at New 
Orleans were 13,500 boxes, against none 
aoeee at that port for November, 
The New York World recentfy had 
the following in regard to’ the lemon 
business, in which favorable reference 
is made to California lemons: | 

“The crops are very plentiful along 
the Mediterranean, but because so. 
many oranges are being carried from 
that region these months, owing to the 
deficiency in the Florida crop, there is 
little room for lenrons on beard these 
ships. The California lemon crop also 
is larger than ever before and supplies 
will be forwarded from there. The 
California lemons are exceedingly good 
ones, and only experts can tell them 
from the Mediterranean crop. _ 

“For culinary purposes the lemons of 

Sicily—that is those from Messina and 
Palermo—are to be preferred, as they 
have a much better flavor. Other ex- 
cellent lemons come from Maiori and 
Rodi,.in the hill regions surrounding 
Naples. Catania and Malaga lemons 
ore yet another variety. and come in 
the early fall, just after the Southern 
Italy and Sicilian crops have been fin- 
ished up. 
“A box of lemons ayerages about 
three hundred each. m. 1,500,000 to 
2,000,000 boxes are sold in a Year here. 
It is predicted that the California crop 
in three years ~ will average 1,000,000 
boxes. It. will be interesting to note 
whether they will drive out any or all 
of the foreign lemons, Prices are now 
a little lower than’usual. In Septem- 
ber $7 was obtained at wholesale per 
box, the highest price in years,” 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

THE LOCAL MINING INDUSTRY. 
Interest continues to increase in the 
mining business throughout Southern 
California. There are quite a large 
number of prospectors in the field and 
reports of encouraging strikes are re- 
ceived almost daily. Meantime, develop- 
ment work is being pushed on a number 
of claims, with encouraging results, 
Quite a number of local real estate 
dealers are beginning to devote a por- 
tion of their attention to the handling 
of mining property, and samples of o 
are seen in many offices. It is believ 
by many that before the end of the 
year Los Angeles will witness some- 
thing like a mining excitement, the first 
in its history since the early days when 
placer gold was found above San Fer- 
nando. The Los Angeles Petroleum and 
Smelting Company, which was orga- 
nized here some months ago for the 
purpose of putting up a plant to use 
petroleum as fuel, has received a 
number of applications from mine-own- 
ers regarding the cost of smelting 
plants at the mines, but is not yet pre- 
pared to undertake such business, the 
attention of the company. being at pres- 
ent devoted to the development of a 
promising copper mine in Fresno 
county, where a large smelter wil]

ROMANTIC CAREER OF THE LATE 
GOV. RYERSON. 
An American-born Citizen Who 
Passed Most of His Life in Mex- 
ico—Lost Most of His Wealth at 
Poker=-The Morena Case. 


SAN DIEGO, Jan. 24.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) The death of ex-Gov. 
George Ryerson, formerly Governor of 
Lower California, in this city on Thurs- 
day, as reported by telegraph, removes 
@ man of unique personality from the 
ranks of old Southern Californians. 
Born in St. Louis in 1832 Ryerson went 
to Chihuahua, Mex., at the age of 18, 
and in 1852 drové a flock of sheep from 
Mexico to San Diego, crossing what 
was at that time one of the wildest 
parts of the continent. He married 
‘Guadalupe Serrano in 1859 of Lower 
California. At. the beginning of the 
war he disappeared. It was believed 
that ‘he had joined the Confederate 
army. For seven years he was miss- 
ing. Meanwhile Mrs. Ryerson, think- 
ing that her husband was dead, mar- 

a second time. Ryetson suddenly 

Husband No. 2 then dis- 
peared, and Gov.. and Mrs, Ryerson 
continued, living happily together. In 
1886 Ryerson was appointed sub-prefect 
of the northern district of Lower Cali- 
fornia. He was afterward succeeded 
by Gen. Luis EK. .Torres.. The dead man 
was of large stature and of marvelous 
physical power. Strangely enough, he 
preferred, Mexican society to that of 
the Americans. He was an ardent Con- 


federate, and is believed to have com-/| 


manded a rebel regiment during the 
war. One of his weaknesses was an 
inordinate love for the game of poker, 
and, although once. possessed of large 
ranches and herds of stocks, he dies 
without means of consequence. He 
was a relative of the Ryersons so well 
known in Chicago and St. Louis.

A Coming Teast of the Liquor Ordi- 
nance—A Burns Banquet. 


_ VENTURA, Jan. 24.—(Regular Corre- 
spondence.) The arrest of A. Bulletti, 
the Swiss saloon-keeper, and the de- 
mand of his attorneys that he be tried 
by a jury, has developed some peculiar 
features. Bulletti was arrested by 
‘Deputy City Marshal Ireland on two 
warrants signed by J. S. Collins, who, 
as chairman of,the Board of Town 
Trustees, acts as City Recorder, and 
before whom the case will come up for 
trial on Tuesday next. If the ca are 
not compromised, and there is some 
talk that they will be, they will be the 
first of record since the organization of 
the town in which the chairman of the 
Town Trustees and a jury has been 
calied upon to act in the settlement of 
offenses against the liquor ordinances. 

Today N. Blackstock volunteered to 
assist in prosecuting the cases, which 
action is hailed with great rejoicing by 
the Law and Order League people who 
are active engaged in assisting the City 
Marshal in his efforts to enforce the 
liquor laws. The better liquor-dealers 
claim to take no interest in the matter, 
except to prevent the making of a rec- 
ord in the settlement of the case that 
can be used against them in the future, 
A leading ‘spirit in the business, in re- 
sponse to a query as towhat he thought 
of the closing ordinances, replied: “If 
the authorities will act impartially in 
enforcing them, I, and every other re- 
putable dealer will be perfectly satis- 
fied, as it can work no great damage, 
where all are treated fairly. _ But, if, as 
in the past, favoritism is shown, we 
will fight it out,” 

CATTLE-STEALERS. 

The cattle-stealing cases against 
Dominguez, Real and Encinas reached 
a conclusion in the Superior Court this 
morning by the acceptance of a plea 
of guilty by Judge Williams in the case 
of Pablo Dominguez.

Why Pork is the Cheapest Meat. 


(American Cultivator:) A pound of 
pork a well- pig can be made 
more cheaply than a pound of any 
other kind of meat. The whole effort 
of the breeder of pigs is to secure the © 
cheapest meat product. Concentrating 
his efforts thus it is not strange that 
he is successful. The hog has a smazier 
proportion of bone and intenstine than 
any other domestic animal. Even his 
feet when cleaned and cooked are ex- 
cellent eating. There is perhaps another 
reason why the hog produces meat 
more cheaply. Its excretions are less 
in proportion to its food than those of 
other animals. It does not even sweat 
except through the smal! tissues which 
are found in its front legs. It is neces- 
Sary, therefore, that the other excre- 
tory organs be active and in healthful 
working order. This ts one reason why 
it is a good practice to give occasional 
doses of sulphur to fattening hogs, to- 
gether with a little charcoal. If these 
are given frequentiy the bowels will be 
kept open, which, in the pig, is espe- 
cially necessary in maintaining health. 
There should also be given some green 
food to hogs that are fattened on corn.
